MISS EASTWICK IN COURT 


Philadelphia Woman Arraigned For Al- 


leged $500,000 Forgery. 


London, Sept. 3.—Marie Josephine 


Eastwlck. of 
Philadelphia, was 
ar- 


raigned In the Guild Hall police court 
yesterday, charged with having forged 
a railway certificate to the value of 
£100,000 ($200,000). Sensational evi- 
dence was presented. 


It was testified that she received 


an introduction to Mr. Beeton, a mem- 
ber of the stock exchange, to whom 
the represented herself to be the own- 
er of securities worth, roughly £500,- 
000. She said she wanted to buy a 
thousand shares of the United States 
Steel Corporation as a speculation. 
This operation required £1,000, which 
the defendant said she did not have 
at the time, but expected to receive 
it shortly from Philadelphia. 


Later, the public prosecutor said, 


she went to a broker's office, and after 
some argument about the amallness of 
the purchase, was accommodated with 
five shares of Canadian Pacific stock. 
Then she asked Mr. Beetoa for a loan 
on a thousand shares of Canadian Pa- 
cific and sent him the certificate, which 
she had received from the brokers, but 
skillfully altered so as to read a thou- 
sand instead of five. The forgery was 
skillfully done, but the document bore 
a shilling revenue stamp instead of 
one for £10, which a certificate for 
1,000 shares would carry. 


Beeton's suspicions were aroused 


and he notified the police. The de- 
fendant was arrested on Saturday. The 
receipt for the registered letter in 
which the certificate was sent was 
found among the defendant'* effects.

DAMAGE AMOUNTS TO A MILLION 


Cleveland. O.. Sent. 2.—Witk the 


breaking of dawn yesterday morning 
the citizens of Cleveland awoke to 
look upon a scene of unparalleled dev- 
astation and destruction caused by a 
raging flood. While the entire city 
was more or less affected, the great 
volume of raging 
water vented it* 


anger over miles of the eastern por- 
tion of the city, and caused an amount 
of damage approximated at $1,000,- 
000. The appalling overflow was caused 
by a terrific rain that commenced to 
fall shortly 
after 2 o'clock, 
which 


turned into a perfect cloudburst be- 
tween the hours of 3 and 5, and then 
continued with great force until near- 
ly 10 o'clock. The storm, according 
to the weather officials, was the heav- 
iest that ever swept over Cleveland 
since the establishment of the gov- 
ernment bureau in this city over 40 
years ago. That no lives were lost Is 
nothing short of a miracle, as the 
stories of thrilling escapes from the 
water on several of the principal resi- 
dent streets of the city are told. 


Great volumes of water poured over 


from Doan and Giddings brooks down 
Qulncy street, swamped Vienna street, 
rushed over Cedar avenue back over 
on East Prospect street, rushed like a 
mill race down Lincoln avenue to Eu- 
clid avenue, and then on to Glen Park 
place where houses were undermined 
as though built of straw and almost 
incredible damage done to streets and 
property. 


Over a large share of this exclusive 


residence territory the water rushed 
with terrific force varyins in depth 
from 1 to 6 feet. Culverts, trestles and 
bridges were torn down and for hours 
nothing seemed capable of stemming 
the tide of destruction. 


Shortly before noon the torrent suc- 


ceeded in undermining a score of 
graves in the St. Joseph cemetery at 
the corner of Bast Madison and Wood- 
land, and the bodies were soon being 
tossed about in the waters. Fully a 
dozen of the corpses were washed into 
gutters and had not been recovered 
early this morning. 


A remarkable feature of the storm 


which caused such terrific destruction 
is that up until 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning hardly a drop of raia fell "west 
of Willaon avenue while during the 
morning hours the east end was being 
fairly swamped in a perfect deluge of 
rain. Another remarkable thing is 
that no thunder and lightning accom- 
panied 'the record-breaking downfall. 
While thousands of citizens in the most 
aristocratic section of the city were 
aroused, seeing thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars worth of their prop- 
erty being crushed and destroyed, an- 
other and greater portion of tea city 
was wrapped in slumber totally ob- 
livious to the danger surrounding their 
fellow citizens.

Of tinned fruits in July and Auguat 
there will be less need, because black- 
berries, raspberries and huckleber- 
ries cau be picked fresh in most 
places daily. A few tins of fish and 
meat may also prove acceptable on 
days when the fish decline to bite and 
the squirrels k.-ep in irking. A stock 
of Sour, cornmeal, tie cereals, con- 
densed milk (the unsweetened kind) 
and dry groceries will, of course, be 
wanted. Small waterproof bags can 
be fcum! in houses supplying sport- 
ing gcods. and they will prove of the 
greatest importance that these be aa- 
fccds. The making of a fire ia the 
woods is regulated by lav.-, differing 
in various states, and It is of the 
greatest importance that these be un- 
derstood before leaving hcme. If a 
competent guide is employed for the 
season no end of worry and labor will 
be saved, if he Is. withal, a good cook. 
In that case he will assume all re- 
sponsibility of making the fireplace, j 
preparing the meals and washing the } 
dishes (an odious task in the wilder- 
ness).

ELECTRICITY IN HOMES 


MOW MADE AVAILABLE FOR 
PEO- 


PLE OF ftlODERATE MEANS.

It is now possible for the owner of 


a house or a boat to introduce into it 
a great many of the latest applications 
of electrical machinery, without going 
bankrupt in the process, even if he is 
not a rich man to start with. The 
feature of practical electric work in 
the past few years has been not so 
much the increase in the number of 
uses to which electricity has been put, 
as the extraordinary cheapening that 
has brought the newly developed ap- 
pliances within the reach of a much 
larger portion of the public. 


For example, 
miniature 
electric 


lamps, which were hardly more than 
curiosities five years ago. can now 
be obtained already wired for decora- 
tive uses at prices not beyond the 
reach of scarcely any one who under- 
takes dining room or ball room decora- 
tion. Interwiued with smilax or with 
flowers, these tiny star-like points of 
light, in appropriate colors, can be em- 
ployed effectively so close to the spec- 
tator that the use of the large in- 
candescent globes would be out of tlie 
question. The price of a year or two 
ago, which is still asked by some elec- 
trical contractors not anxious to go 
into this particular line of work, was 
a dollar per lamp for an evening for 
the smallest sizes. On the other hand, 
a down-town contractor will now furn- 
ish thirty lamps connected in series 
to three of the largest size storage 
cells, which will keep them burning a 
whole evening, for §10, including the 
work of putting them in. 


Another use for the miniature lamps, 


•which are now made by half a dozen 
firms, is in the so-called "torch lamps" 
or "traveler's lamps,"' variations on the 
old-fashioned dark-lantern, which light 
at the touch of a button or spring. A 
patent has just been granted for an 
improvement in the shape of a lamp 
and battery made fiat, to fit the pocket, 
like a folding camera. This will burn 
for ten hours with ft single charge, 
•which costs twenty-five cents, and the 
lamp itself will be ornamental in finish 
and available for gift purposes. It is 
not yet on the market. 


Ornamental candles with miniature 


lights at their tips and dry batteries 
in the candlesticks below are coming 
into some popularity. Another novel- 
ty is the clock with a tiny lamp before 
its face to be lighted by a pressure of 
the finger of any one who wants to 
know the time of night. Electric flash 
lamps for photographic use are also 
new. There are several new patterns 
of electric fans run by batteries for use 
In rooms not supplied with electric cur- 
rent. and many of them are sold. They 
work satisfactorily, but dealers say 
that the cost of their maintenance 
makes them really expensive luxuries. 


If power of any kind, as from a wat- 


erfall or windmill, is available, the 
owner of a house beyond the reach of 
electric light wires can now Install a 
plant of his own very cheaply. Wuen 
water power Is not to be had. a gaso- 
lene engine is considered about the 
most practicable way of running a 
dynamo for use In an ordinary country 
house. With current in the house, 
there Is scarcely any limit to the uses 
to which electricity can be put. Flat 
irons, curling-irons, pumping engines. 
coffee mills, ice cream freeezrs, and 
sewng machines are a few of the 
commonest applications. A motor for 
a sewing machine now costs only $1S 
to §20, and is not very expensive to 
maintain. Many are being put In pri- 
vate houses. Electric cooking appli- 
ances, including chafing dishes and tea 
kettles, are most convenient and clean- 
ly, but use up a great deal of current 
and are correspondingly expensive to 
keep in use. 


Telephones are replacing speaking 


tubes in most of the up-town houses 
now being built. A two-station tele- 
phone can be bought and installed for 
less than $10. The cheaper instru- 
ments are guaranteed only for dis- 
tances less than a 
mile. 
Between 


houses and stables or outbuildings in 
the country they are also coming to be 
very common. "It Is interesting to 
notice," said a specialist In this branch 
*f alectrical work, to-day, "how many 
of our customers have worked out 
plans and ideas of their own for elec- 
tric fittings of one kind or another. 
Jong before they knew they could ever 
afford to have them carried out. Many 
of the big firms of electrical contract- 
ors set prohibitive prices on small 
jobs, because they don't think it worth 
•while. 
Many householders are dis- 


couraged by the answer to their first 
request for an estimate on the work 
they have in mind. But if a man 
knows where to go, he r>eed not worry 
much over the expense of the work 
he may want done on his house or his 
boat"— New York Post.
